Dear Hr. Caecy: 

In January of 194S» Kaoul Vallenberg» a Svedieb diploaat 
working in Budapeat at the request of the United States War 
Bafugee Board* was arrested by the Soviet Any. After may 
years of denying knowledge of Mr. Wallenberg's location* 
the Soviet government asserted that he had died in a Soviet 
prison in 1947. Over the last decade, however, a nuaber of 
reports froa foraer Soviet prisoners have indicated that 
Mr. Ualleid»erg Is still alive. The veracity of these reports appears 
to be confirmed by severe Soviet retaliation directed against those 
making public that information. 

1 Intend to introduce within the next fev weeks legislation 
conferring honorary citisenshlp on Raoul Wallenberg because 
of his activity on behalf of the United States and his heroism 
in saving the lives of almost 100.000 innocent hmmn beings. 

1 would be grateful if you could arrange for me to be briefed 
comceming such information as the Agency may have coocernlng 
Mr. Wallenberg's confinement and treatment alsce 1945.
